It is not, however, just to say that the 
new Constitution of California, even 
when mst literally interpreted, h:s 
in it anyihing really agrarian or com- 
muaistic. It is clumsy and ill - di- 
gested, and exhibits in many respec's 
an att: myt to legislate upon impossi- 
ble things and in impracticable ways; 
but its worst features—those which 
at the time excited most apprehension 
—do not show anything like a coher- 
ent scheme of communism or social- 
ism, somuch as a blind striking at 
ackvowledged evils. Bad as many of 
the provisions of the new Constitution 
were, if literaliy interpreted, their 
possible effects were much exaggerat- 
ed in the opposition to the instrument 
during the canvass, an 1 its adoption 
produced in California a feeling of in- 
security, and elsewhere an impression 
that an irretrievable disaster had over - 


taken the State.
